Changes THat Have Bccii Made In Lights 


and Lenses. 


An article about lighthouses, entitled 


"The Lights That Guide In the Night, " 
is contributed by Lieutenant John IJ. 
Ellicott to St. Nicholas. After telling 
of the growth iu the number of light- 
houses Lieutenant Ellicott says: 


Meantime the means of lighting were 


being steadily improved. Tho open fire 
gave place to the oil lamp, then n 
curved mirror, called a parabolic mir- 
ror, was placed behind tho lamp to 
bring tho rays together; nest, many 
lamps \\ith mirrors were grouped about- 
a central spindle, and some such lights 
are still in operation. 
Tho greatest 


stride canie when an arrangement of 
lenses, known as the Fresnol lens, in 
fiont of a lamp replaced the mirror be- 
hind it. Thisjenswas rapidly improved 
for lighthouse purposes, until now a 
cylindrical glass house surrounds the 
lamp flame. This house has lens shaped 
walls, which bend all tho rays to form 
a horizontal zone of strong light which 
pierces tho daikucssto a great distance. 


Tho rapid increase in the number of 


lighthouses has made it necessary to 
havo f onio iiicaua of telling ono from 
another, or, as it is termed, of giving 
to each light its ' 'characteristic. " Col- 
oring tho glass made the light dimmer, 
hut as red comcs-ruost nearly to white 
light in brightness s;omo lights have red 
lenr.cs. Tho latest and bcs'r plan, how- 
ever, is to set upright prisms at inter- 
vals in a circular framework around 
the lens and (o revolve this frame by 
clockwork. Thus the light is made tc 
flash every time a prism passes between 
it and an observer. By changing the 
iraruber and places of tho prisms or the 
speed of the clockwork the flashes for 
any onj light can bo made to occur at 
intervals of .so many seconds for that 
light. Putting in led prisms gives still 
other changes. Thus each light baa its 
"characteristic1," find this is written 
down in ngu, on Hie charts and fully 
Ftr.ttcl in Ihc- light lists carried by ves- 
s.il'.

HALK PROVES HIMSELF 


EQTJAI, TO THE OCCASION. 


"Warden Hale of the San Qaentin 


State Prison seems to be a man of.deter- 
mination and firmness. The late re- 
volt at the prison required a cool head- 
ed man and one that could act quickly 
under extremely trying circumstances. 
That Warden Hale has proven himself 
to be this kind of a man is evident from 
the fact he that brought 700 rebellious 
convicts to time in a few hours. It is 
no easy matter to handle a small army 
of men composed of the worst kind of 
characters and who have no fear of 
death Nor punishment and 
not the 


slightest regard for law or decency. 
And it makes the circumstances more 
difficult when the men plan their re- 
volt and the officers have little or no 
knowledge of what°the movements of 
these desperate men are going to be. 
In case of battle many of the plana of 
the opposing forces can. bo found out 
or at least anticipated, but in a prison 
revolt of the magnitude of the late one 
at San Quentin, action must be quick 
and decisive, for hart the prisoners 
gained the slightest point the guards 
would have been overcome and in all 
probability they and every officer in 
the prison would have been murdered, 
and the convicts escaped and scattered 
all over the State, terrorizing 
the 


peoplo and committing crimes. 


As has been suggested there may be 


some good reason for the 
unruly 


character of the prisoners. Whether it 
is from lack of discipline or something 
else, it has not as yet been discovered, 
and the Board of Prison Commission- 
ers have investigated the matter and 
seem satisfied. 
While there may be a 


fault somewhere, it must be taken into 
consideration that where 1,200 persons 
are held in close confinement there is 
bound to be dissatisfaction and more or 
less mutiny. 


'Whatever the causes may be that led 
to the late insurrection, Warden Hale 
should be credited under the circum- 
stances he was compelled to meet, 
in accomplishing in a few hours what 
would have tried the nerve of most any 
man in the land and under which the 
best army generals of the present time 
would have lost their heads. 


The revolt was quelled and not a life 


sacrificed, and barring the wounding 
of Winthropand a few sore heads from 
flying bricks and 
blows from pick 


handles no one was seriously injured. 


IT is openly charged that Senators 


are doing a profitable business in 
sugar stock by virtue of the knowledge 
which they acquire as law-makers. 
Senator Tillman of South Carolina, 
desiring to. purge the Senate of those 
who were prostituting their office for 
gain, introduced a resolution providing 
for the appointment of an investigat- 
ing committee to inquire into the 
charges -and either prove the corre- 
spondents who made them falsifiers or 
ascertain who the Senators ars and 
expel them. 
For this 
Tillman is 


roundly abused by the gold press, 
which attempts to make it appear that 
he has committed an unpardonable 
sin. The Wall street organs seem to 
think that it is interferiog with the 
rights of the gold men in Congress to 
hold them accountable! for any thing 
they do in the interest of thorns-elres 
or the Crusts which they represent. 


AN election was held last Tuesday 


in the First Congressional District of 
Missouri to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Congressman Giles. The 
opposing candidates were Lloyd, Dem- 
ocrat, and Clark, Republican. 
The 


returns indicate the election ot Lloyd 
by a majority of over 5,000, an increase 
since last November.

James G. Elaine's Prophetic Words About 


His Political Career. 


I first made the acquaintance of Mr, 


Blnine during the congress session of 
1866-0. He was then beginning his sec- 
ond term in the honse. At that time I 
OTOicd and edited a country newspaper 
in General Garfleld's district. Ono day 
in the fall of 1865 Garfield-wrote me to 
coine npto his hilltop homo in the little 
college town of Hiram. Ho told me that 
lie thought it would bo a good thing for 
a young newspaper man to study nation- 
al politics in Washington and get ac- 
quainted with national men, and that 
he would undertake to get me a clerk 
ship in the house of representatives. In 
tine time he spoke to his old friend, 
General Robert C. Schenck, who was 
chairman of the committee on military 
affairs, aud tho result was I was given 
the clerkship of that committee. 
' Colfas was speaker of tho honse, and 
for some reason or other ho seemed to 
have little liking far the ambitious 
young member iiom the Augusta dis- 
tijct of Maine, for ho appointed Elaine 
to a position near tho foot of that com- 
niiltce. Now, Elaine had^uot served in 
iho drniy and had LO knowledge of niil- 
it.av legislation and no taste for that 
kind of vroii;. Ho used to be a country 
editoi himself, ai>d ho appeared to tako 
a i-inoy to the young cleik from Ohio.
